Miura teaches as follows in response to applicant's argument on the server having a database for storing the information received 
from the output device in association with both the unique information and the device identification information, even after the output device 
outputs information onto media: 

a server separated with the output device storing print history information (a server apparatus, client apparatuses, and a printing 
apparatus are connected by a network, each client apparatus deletes image data for printing received from the server apparatus after 
completion of print in the printing apparatus. The server apparatus manages print history information based on the print in the printing 
apparatus. The server apparatus manages print history information based on the print in the printing apparatus. When there is a request for 
reprinting from the client apparatus to the server apparatus, the server apparatus enables only the user (authorized person) in authority who 
can access the server apparatus to execute the operation regarding the reprint. Particularly, the server apparatus holds the print data 
included in the print history information, thereby enabling the authorized person in authority to easily reprint, see, e.g., page 1, paragraph 
[0021]); 

storing the unique information and the device identification information (the print history information is stored into the history 
information storing unit, see, e.g., page 3, paragraph [0037]); 

identification information of the client apparatus which executed the print (equivalent to applicant's identification information of the 
output device because the identification information of the client apparatus determins the identification of the print) based on the image data 
for printing and ID information of the operator (equivalent to applicant's unique information) who executed the print based on the image data 
for printing (see, e.g., page 2, paragraph [0028] and figure 2). 

Therefore, Shibata in view of Kojima and Miura teaches all limitations of claims. 
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
